Of these, sixty-six involved violation 
of the liquor law; five assault; seven gambling; two main- 
taining gambling machines; one drunkeness; one driving 
an automobile wtihout license; two driving an automobile 
recklessly; one driving an automobile under the influence 
of liquor; twelve non-support; one vagabond; two stealing 
fruit; one setting fire without a permit; three adultery; 
two bigamy; one burglary; two larceny; two obtaining 
an automobile by fraud. Seven were preliminary hear- 
ings for the purpose of binding over the respondent to the 
Superior Court.

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Of these cases fourteen were second offenders; the 
fines imposed amounted to $7075 and sentences one hun- 
dred thirty-six months; the longest sentence for one year, 
and the shortest thirty days. Sentences were suspended 
both as to fine and prison in three instances, and fines in 
a few cases were never paid because respondent served 
his time and exercised his right thereafter to apply to the 
Superior Court for release because he was without funds 
with which to pay the same. 

I would add in closing, my appreciation of the co- 
operation of municipal state and federal officials. Much 
of the success reported above is due to State Commissioner 
Caswell and his assistance.

Also we have destroyed by burning Strafford County 
paid coupons to the amount of eight hundred and forty 
dollars ($840.00). 

Thirty thousand dollars in bonds are _ outstanding 
against the county; this completes the indebtedness of the 
county and there is due the county unpaid taxes to the 
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amount of two thousand three hundred forty four dollars 
and eighteen cents ($2,344.18)
